A complete written statement as to tiie substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Substance of Interview 

Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed the 
amendements to claim 1, and how said amendments relate to 
Katayama (US Patent 5,537,496). Applicant's representative 
demonstrated how the present amendments required the structure 
of system to be such that the second converting unit receives 
the same image data received by the first converting unit and 
how the dissimilarity calculating unit receives the primary data 
and secondary data in order to perform its calculations. 
Examiner agreed that the present amendments overcome the 
Katayama reference, but stated that further search and 
consideration would be required to ascertain any potential 
patentability. The further search and consideration is 
reflected in the present Office action to which this Interview 
Summary is attached.
